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When you 


Stow baggage out of the way. Carry baggage where it cannot fall on, 
or injure passengers. Make it easy to get in and out. Fix a ladder 
or steps to the back of your truck so passengers can get on and 
off easily. If your truck is enclosed, have a door at least 18 inches 
wide and 5 feet high. Watch that tail gate. Have a good tail gate 
which opens readily but stays firmly closed. Then you won’t run 
the risk of having a passenger fall out. 


DRIVE BETWEEN SUNRISE AND SUNSET 


Don’t move a truckload of people before sunup or after sundown 
and stop for at least 30 minutes for each meal. Make a rest stop of 15 
minutes every 2 hours. Don’t drive for more than 10 hours a day, 
outside of meal and rest stops. Make an emergency ‘stop whenever

Know and obey all vehicle laws and keep your truck in first-class 
mechanical condition. Drive on safe tires and check your brakes 
regularly. Carry flares, flags, or fusees for emergencies. Never speed. 


PROTECT YOUR PASSENGERS FROM WEATHER

Be prepared. Have a first-aid kit and drinking water on your truck. 
Provide fixed seats. Place well fastened seats in your truck, 16 to 
19 inches above the floor, at least 13 inches wide. Allow at least 
18 inches of seating space for each passenger. . . Make sure that 
there are no splinters or nails that could injure people. Carry insur- 
ance. Give the workers you haul adequate insurance protection—it 
protects you too. 


passengers ask and arrange a signal or have other means of com- 
munication between the back of the truck and the driver to take 
care of emergencies. 


Drive at the speed the law sets for school buses. Never carry 
more passengers than can be seated in your truck. See that passen- 
gers remain seated while truck is moving and put someone in charge. 


Always have a tarp you can put over the top of your truck and fasten on the sides when it rains, 
snows, or blows, or when the sun is too hot. If the weather is cold and you need a heater, be 
sure it won’t cause a fire or poison people with gases. Use a heater that is safe and sure. 


ALWAYS HIRE A QUALIFIED DRIVER 


Be sure your driver has the proper license ... that he is 
a competent adult, at least 21 years of age.
